ey but the states would be ex­ 
pected to pay it back eventually. 
This appeared to clear up an e a r­ 
lier m isunderstanding on the part 
of som e governors that the funds 
were to be a federal gift.

County Commissioner John T. Welsh, executive com­ 
mittee member, acted as a three-man committee of 
the corporation to iron out differences between union 
and management.
